Dear  Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  3,  section  24,  of  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  Institutions  Department. 


Registration  Division. 


The  Registration  Division,  located  in  Room  5,  City 
Hall,  receives  all  applications  for  persons  needing 
institutional  care.  Applications  are  received  from  hos¬ 
pitals,  physicians,  relief  workers,  organizations  and  other 
sources  in  addition  to  those  applications  made  in  person. 

Investigation  in  each  case  is  made  by  a  visitor  who 
calls  at  the  home  or  hospital,  or  visits  the  relatives  of 
the  person  seeking  admission.  A  great  deal  of  routine 
work  is  involved  of  which  no  mention  need  be  made. 
Those  who  have  a  Boston  settlement  are  sent  to  Long 
Island. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  duties  of  the  division 
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relative  to  the  commitment  of  the  insane.  Our  medical 
examinations  are  made  by  two  experts,  Dr.  Charles  G. 
Dewey  and  Dr.  William  H.  Prescott,  who  are  regularly 
employed  in  this  highly  important  service.  All  appli¬ 
cations  for  commitment  of  the  mentally  deranged  are 
carefully  investigated  and  in  all  cases,  when  possible, 
commitment  is  made  only  with  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  nearest  relative  of  the  patient. 

Infirmary  Division. 

The  population  at  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital 
on  February  1,  1922,  was  870.  On  February  1,  1923, 
the  population  was  851.  Average  population  for  fiscal 
year,  815,  out  of  which  336  are  chronic  hospital  cases. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  hospital  has  now 
received  the  A-l  rating  by  the  American  Medical  and 
Surgical  Association  and  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons.  The  hospital  has  been  fortunate,  too,  in 
securing  for  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
Miss  Fallon,  formerly  superintendent  at  the  Psycho¬ 
pathic  Hospital  of  Boston,  a  woman  who  is  cultured, 
able  and  a  fine  executive. 

There  are  some  35  children  in  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
whose  physical  condition  makes  it  impossible  for  them 
to  be  placed  in  homes  or  to  mingle  with  other  children. 
These  children  are  of  school  age,  between  ten  and 
twelve  years,  but  not  one  of  them  could  read  or  write,  or 
even  eat  or  do  any  of  the  ordinary  things  properly,  as 
no  provision  had  ever  been  made  for  their  education. 

At  the  request  of  your  Honor,  the  School  Committee 
appointed  Miss  Katherine  Hill  as  teacher  for  these 
neglected  wards  of  the  city.  The  choice  was  a  happy 
one.  Under  her  care  the  children  have,  even  in  this 
short  time,  made  remarkable  progress  not  only  in  the 
regular  studies  but  in  conduct  and  manners,  and  best  of 
all  they  are  very  happy  with  her.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  School  Committee  will  find  a  way  to  continue  her 
services  during  the  summer  so  that  the  children  may  have 
the  advantage  of  open-air  instruction. 

At  the  suggestion  of  your  Honor,  two  radio  machines 
were  purchsed  by  the  city  and  an  additional  one  was 
donated  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Cleveland  Fund.  Mov¬ 
ing  pictures  are  held  every  week. 

Through  the  interest  of  your  Honor,  who  accom- 
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panied  them,  the  Alhambra  Council  Knights  of  Columbus 
gave  a  splendid  treat  to  the  old  people  and  sick  children 
of  Long  Island.  A  musical  program  was  given  by  a 
band  of  200  pieces  and  a  caterer  provided  refreshments. 
Tobacco  was  distributed  to  the  men  inmates  and  candy 
to  the  women,  also  candy  and  toys  to  the  children.  It 
was  a  bright  day  in  their  monotonous  lives. 

On  August  29,  1922,  the  Roxbury  Council  Knights  of 
Columbus,  notwithstanding  a  heavy  rain  storm,  went 
down  and  staged  a  jolly  entertainment.  Concerts  and 
other  entertainments  were  given  during  the  summer  by 
“The  Red  Men,”  “Election  Commissioner  Goggin,” 
“Young  Ladies  from  Brighton  Institute,”  and  by 
various  kind-hearted  individuals.  Many  of  them  left 
gifts  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  small  comforts  for  the 
old  people.  On  December  22,  1922,  the  City  Council 
gave  the  people  of  Long  Island  another  happy  day, 
distributing  to  the  men  cigars  and  tobacco  and  to  the 
women  and  children  candy  and  other  gifts. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  Mrs.  Bateman  much  was 
done  to  make  Christmas  a  bright  and  happy  day. 
Christmas  trees  and  decorations  were  provided  for  all 
the  wards,  in  addition  to  the  forty-foot  community  tree 
which  sparkled  on  the  lawn,  and  each  inmate  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  substantial  present  besides  the  regulation 
Christmas  goodies.  The  nurses  and  attendants  entered 
enthusiastically  into  the  holiday  preparations  giving 
liberally  of  their  money  as  well  as  their  time. 

But  the  Christmas  gift  that  really  brought  joy  and 
hope  into  their  lonely  lives  was  the  message  of  your 
Honor.  You  brought  to  the  old  men  and  women  the 
greetings  of  their  fellow  citizens  of  Boston  and  assured 
them  that  they  were  not  forgotten  and  promised  them 
that  before  a  second  Christmas  came  round  they  would 
be  moved  from  their  present  isolation  to  the  mainland 
of  Boston,  to  live  out  the  remaining  years  of  their  lives 
within  reach  of  their  friends  and  former  neighbors,  once 
again  inhabitants  of  the  city  they  had  worked  in  and 
lived  in  the  best  part  of  their  lives.  Your  promise  was 
greeted  with  cheers. 

The  children  had  a  pre-Christmas  celebration  in 
a  trip  to  Boston  to  see  Santa  Claus  and  the  holi¬ 
day  decorations.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Goggin, 
automobiles  were  provided  for  their  conveyance. 
Entertainments  and  gifts  featured  their  visits  to  the 
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toy  department  of  the  big  stores  and  a  luncheon  at 
City  Hall  concluded  a  day  full  of  wonders  to  children 
who  had  never  before  been  beyond  the  hospital  grounds. 

In  recent  years  few  repairs  have  been  made  on  Boston 
Almshouse  and  Hospital.  In  1919,  fire  wrecked  the 
laundry.  The  laundry  work  was  sent  to  Deer  Island 
to  be  done  by  inmate  labor  pending  the  rebuilding  of 
the  laundry  at  Long  Island.  This  is  almost  completed, 
the  work  being  done  by  prisoners  from  the  House  of 
Correction  under  the  supervision  of  officers.  It  was, 
of  course,  necessary  to  award  a  contract  for  the  plaster 
work. 

In  order  to  do  away  with  the  hard  climb  from  the 
wharf  to  the  institution  buildings,  twenty-eight  granite 
steps  and  a  concrete  grade  walk  have  been  built  and 
two  granite  pedestals  erected  at  the  foot  of  the  walk. 
The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  by  outside  contractor 
was  $6,000.  The  work  was  done  by  prisoners  from 
Deer  Island,  volunteer  labor,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of 
about  $1,600.  A  bronze  tablet  has  been  placed  on 
steps  recording  the  fact  that  the  work  was  done  by 
inmates  of  Deer  Island  for  the  benefit  of  the  old  people 
of  Long  Island. 

Other  important  accomplishments  are  as  follows: 

Fountain  built  in  front  of  the  chapel. 

Tennis  court  made  for  the  use  of  internes. 

New  laboratory  in  east  wing  completed. 

New  floors  laid  in  hallway  of  east  wing  and  new  walk 
laid  to  the  wharf. 

Chapel  and  old  nurses’  home  painted  throughout  and 
put  in  habitable  and  attractive  condition. 

Roofs  of  all  buildings  extensively  repaired.  Tar  and 
gravel  roof  put  on  power  house,  also  on  nurses’  home. 

Shelter  tent  built  for  children’s  department. 

An  entire  new  carpenter  shop  established. 

Platforms  constructed  in  operating  room  and  morgue 
to  enable  doctors  and  nurses  to  observe  work  of  operating 
surgeons. 

A  schoolroom  completely  fitted  out. 

Hospital,  dormitory,  wharf,  fences,  laboratory,  fire 
escapes,  morgue,  inside  and  out,  women’s  dormitory, 
ambulances,  carriages,  inside  of  wards,  and  screens 
painted. 

General  plumbing  and  electrical  repairs  made  in  all 
buildings.  Entire  heating  system  in  all  buildings 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired. 
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Cement  work  completed  in  subway  and  gate  boxes. 
Reservoir  calked  and  new  slabs  put  on  dormitories. 
Underground  cables  were  installed  and  electrical  conduit 
to  front  wharf. 

General  repairs  to  equipment.  An  electric  stove 
installed  in  dormitory. 

Gutters  repaired  and  cleaned,  cesspool  back  of  kitchen 
cleaned. 

New  glass  set  in  chapel  windows  and  in  other  build¬ 
ings. 

Washed  out  roads  repaired. 

Flowers  and  shrubs  planted  in  front  of  chapel  and 
nurses’  home. 

The  sewing  room  at  Long  Island  has  provided  most 
of  the  necessary  clothing  for  the  inmates  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  and  much  of  the  clothing  for  the  children  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Division. 

Report  of  Visiting  Medical  Staff  of  the  Long 

Island  Hospital. 

The  matter  of  greatest  importance  during  the  past 
year  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  visiting  medical  staff 
has  been  the  possibility  of  the  removal  of  the  hospital 
from  Long  Island  to  the  mainland.  The  staff  has 
long  felt  as  have  others  that  if  the  work  for  the  chronic 
sick  is  to  be  carried  out  to  the  best  advantage,  the 
patients  must  be  in  a  more  accessible  location  than 
Long  Island. 

The  means  of  communication,  long  a  subject  of  dis¬ 
cussion,  apparently  cannot  be  improved  sufficiently 
to  bring  the  hospital  on  a  par  so  far  as  accessibility  is 
concerned  with  those  on  the  mainland.  It  is  impossible 
to  expect  physicians  with  many  calls  upon  their  time  to 
run  the  risk  of  delay  in  keeping  their  appointments. 
This  apparently  cannot  be  obviated  so  long  as  the  only 
dependence  is  a  somewhat  irregularly  running  boat, 
which  has  many  other  functions  than  the  mere  con¬ 
venience  of  the  medical  staff.  For  these  reasons  and 
many  others,  it  is  hoped  that  the  transfer  of  the  hospital 
to  the  mainland  may  actually  take  place  in  the  near 
future. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  obvious 
difficulties,  the  medical  and  surgical  work  at  the  hospital 
has  progressed  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year.  An 
especially  trained  anesthetist  has  been  appointed  which 
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increases  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  operations.  On 
the  medical  side  Dr.  Henry  R.  Viets  has  been  appointed 
a  visiting  neurologist,  and  together  with  Dr.  Hugo 
Mella  this  important  part  of  the  service  has  been  carried 
on  with  enthusiasm.  The  nurses  have  received  special 
instruction  in  this  branch  of  medicine  as  well  as  in 
others  and  patients  have  perhaps  received  more  careful 
study  than  at  any  previous  period. 

A  new  and  very  much  more  convenient  laboratory 
has  been  constructed  in  one  of  the  hospital  buildings  in 
close  proximity  to  certain  of  the  wards.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  newly  appointed  pathologist,  Doctor 
Zeckwer,  and  her  assistants  a  closer  co-operation  between 
the  medical  and  surgical  work  in  the  laboratory  has  been 
secured.  There  has  also  been  a  distinct  development 
in  the  children’s  wards.  Many  of  the  feeble-minded 
children  have  been  placed  where  they  belong  in  the 
State  School. 

A  service  of  great  importance  is  that  of  the  social 
worker  with  the  illegitimate  pregnancies.  These  unmar¬ 
ried  mothers  require  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  visitor.  Home  conditions  are  investi¬ 
gated,  prosecutions  begun  against  reputed  fathers,  and 
the  young  mother  and  child  readjusted  into  the  com¬ 
munity  just  as  soon  as  further  institution  treatment 
is  unnecessary.  Another  group  of  women,  which  affords 
a  social  problem  requiring  attention,  is  the  group  afflicted 
with  venereal  disease  and  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 
Patients  of  this  type  are  kept  at  Long  Island  until  danger 
of  contagion  or  infection  is  passed,  and  upon  discharge 
are  cared  for  and  their  conduct  supervised  by  the  social 
worker. 

By  the  present  arrangement  the  internes  have  a  rotat¬ 
ing  service,  including  medicine,  surgery,  gynecology,  and 
obstetrics.  In  spite  of  the  lack  of  contact  with  the  city 
which  the  location  of  the  hospital  entails,  we  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying,  as  we  have  before,  that  the  experi¬ 
ence  offered  house  officers  is  of  the  utmost  value  for 
their  later  practical  work  as  independent  physicians. 
Dr.  John  H.  Cunningham  is  planning  a  study  of  certain 
diseases  of  women  and  children  in  connection  with  the 
Boston  Conservation  Bureau,  which  should  bring  results 
of  definite  value  both  of  a  social  and  medical  sort.  The 
surgical  service  has  been  increased  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  H.  S.  Kebabjian. 

Several  evening  medical  meetings  of  the  staff  of  visit- 
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ing  physicians  have  been  held  at  the  hospital  during  the 
year,  which  were  well  attended  and  of  extreme  interest 
from  a  medical  and  scientific  point  of  view. 

Through  the  co-operation  and  helpful  attitude  of  the 
resident  officers  and  staff,  we  feel  that  the  year  was  one 
of  definite  accomplishment  toward  a  more  humane 
treatment  of  the  chronic  sick  of  the  city  as  represented 
at  Long  Island. 

On  October  25  and  27,  1922,  members  of  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons  held  clinics  at  Long  Island  Hospital. 
Several  major  operations  were  performed  by  Doctor 
Cunningham  and  other  noted  surgeons. 

A  special  case  of  interest  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
was  that  of  one  who  was  sentenced  to  the  House  of 
Correction  as  a  drug  addict.  He  was  found  to  have  a 
shrapnel  wound  which  he  received  in  1916  while  serving 
in  the  Italian  Army.  He  had  been  troubled  with 
paralysis,  pains  in  his  back,  legs,  and  bladder  ever  since 
that  time  until  he  was  admitted  to  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  where  he  was  operated  on  by  Doctor  Cun¬ 
ningham  of  the  visiting  staff.  Doctor  Cunningham 
removed  a  bullet  from  the  vertebra  that  was  causing 
the  trouble,  which  cured  the  paralysis  and  pains.  The 
chances  now  are  that  he  will  be  a  normal,  law-abiding 
citizen. 


Proposals  for  1923. 

Through  the  initiative  and  efforts  of  your  Honor  a 
decisive  change  is  to  be  made  in  the  manner  of  caring 
for  Boston’s  infirm  and  poor.  In  your  inaugural  address 
you  said  that  it  was  your  belief  that  these  men  and 
women  “who  have  grown  old  without  growing  rich,” 
who  were  citizens  of  Boston  and  who  have  given  their 
best  years  to  the  upbuilding  of  its  industries  and  who 
have  been  broken  down  by  hard  and  poorly  requited 
toil,  deserve  better  from  their  native  city  than  to  be 
banished  from  it  in  their  old  age.  The  present  site  of 
the  hospital  and  almshouse  on  Long  Island  shuts  off 
the  inmates  almost  entirely  from  contact  with  other 
people.  Friends  and  neighbors  who  would  be  glad  to 
visit  them  find  it  almost  impossible  because  the  boat 
trip  there  and  back  takes  half  a  day,  time  which  is 
difficult  to  find  since  most  of  them  are  working  people. 
The  average  number  of  visitors  per  person  is  about  one 
a  year. 

The  removal  of  the  institutions  to  Boston  proper 
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would  make  possible  evening  visits  and  frequent  enter¬ 
tainments.  The  monotony  of  the  inmates’  lives  would 
be  broken  by  the  passing  of  cars,  the  voices  of  children 
and  other  accustomed  sounds.  But  aside  from  the 
humane  reasons  voiced  by  your  Honor,  practical  reasons 
make  advisable  the  removal  of  the  institution  to  the 
mainland.  In  severe  weather,  such  as  we  have  this 
winter,  there  are  days  when  the  boat  cannot  make  the 
trip,  when,  no  matter  what  the  emergency,  surgeons 
and  doctors  of  the  visiting  staff  cannot  reach  the  inmates. 
It  has  been  impossible  at  times  this  winter  to  have  even 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  visiting  staff,  and  under  all 
conditions  the  length  of  time  required  for  the  trip  is  an 
injustice  to  the  staff,  men  who  rank  with  the  greatest 
in  the  profession,  whose  time  is  precious  and  yet  who 
are  willing  to  give  these  needy  people  the  benefit  of  their 
skill. 

It  is  an  injustice,  too,  to  the  nurses  who  could  find 
relief  from  the  strain  of  their  work  in  a  visit  to  the 
theaters  or  to  their  homes,  if  accessible,  but  who  are 
now  confined  to  the  island  except  for  an  occasional  day 
off.  These  are  convincing  reasons  for  making  the  pro¬ 
posed  change. 

The  proposed  plan  is  that  the  hospital  and  almshouse 
proper  shall  be  in  separate  plants  and  in  different  loca¬ 
tions.  The  ideal  situation  for  the  old  people  has  been 
found  in  the  Parental  School  Buildings,  West  Roxbilry, 
where  they  will  be  surrounded  by  grass  and  trees,  yet 
be  in  sight  of  the  Charles  river  with  its  young  life  and 
music  and  laughter,  and  be  within  reach  of  city  com¬ 
forts.  A  more  central  location  for  the  hospital  is 
necessary  and  an  ideal  spot  has  been  found  in  the  Parker 
Hill  Hospital.  The  land  and  buildings  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  Elks,  who,  living  up  to  their  high 
standard  of  service  to  their  fellowmen,  willingly  sold  it 
for  that  purpose  for  a  nominal  price.  Plans  are  now 
being  drawn  up  for  necessaiy  alterations  and  the  year 
1924  promises  to  see  your  plan  for  the  infirm  and  poor 
of  Boston,  outlined  in  your  inaugural  speech,  realized. 

It  will  be  an  achievement  of  inestimable  value,  not 
only  to  the  400  chronic  sick  now  housed  in  the  alms¬ 
house  but  for  hundreds  of  people  in  Boston  suffering 
from  diseases  which  require  prolonged  treatment  which 
the  regular  hospitals  have  not  the  facilities  to  give  and 
who,  because  of  the  lack  of  a  free  chronic  hospital  in 
Boston,  to  which  they  can  go  for  a  period  of  months, 
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become  victims  of  incurable  diseases.  It  is  expected 
to  make  this  new  hospital  as  fine  as  any  in  the  country. 
Since  it  is  near  the  Medical  Schools,  clinics  can  be 
established  for  the  study  of  chronic  diseases  —  one  of 
the  departments  of  medicine  in  which  least  progress 
has  been  made  —  where  surgeons  and  physicians  con¬ 
nected  with  the  medical  schools  can  demonstrate  to 
students  their  treatment. 

The  hospital  will  provide,  too,  a  place  in  which  to 
care  for  patients  suffering  from  obscure  diseases  which 
require  prolonged  isolation.  There  are  in  Boston  many 
cases  of  venereal  diseases  among  women  and  even  chil¬ 
dren  and  no  hospital  exists  in  the  city  to  which  they  can 
be  sent.  There  are  about  twenty-six  such  children  now 
in  the  Long  Island  Hospital  because  there  is  no  other 
place  to  send  them.  It  is  obvious  that  an  almshouse 
is  not  the  proper  place  for  children,  who  are  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  city.  This  serious  problem  will  be  solved 
with  the  establishment  of  the  Chronic  Hospital  in  Bos¬ 
ton.  It  will  be  the  first  time  in  medical  history  that 
such  a  group  of  social  diseases  has  been  studied  and 
treated. 

The  land  and  buildings  at  Long  Island  have  been 
offered  by  the  city  to  the  state  at  a  nominal  sum,  as  a 
site  for  the  contemplated  new  state  prison.  It  would 
be  ideal  for  this  purpose.  Its  isolated  situation  would 
necessitate  less  supervision  of  the  prisoners  and  its  large 
acreage  would  supply  the  inmates  with  most  of  their 
food  while  supplying  them,  too,  with  opportunity  for 
out-of-door  labor  and  safe  and  wholesome  recreation. 

Child  Welfare  Division. 

A  most  interesting  division  of  the  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment  is  the  Child  Welfare  Division,  whose  particular 
care  is  the  orphan  children  and  the  neglected  or  aban¬ 
doned  children  of  parents  who  have  a  legal  settlement 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  deals  with  a  most  important 
human  problem,  the  right  start  in  life  of  future  citizens, 
with  the  city  acting  as  foster  parent.  A  child  will 
love  anyone  who  shows  a  kindly  interest  in  its  welfare 
and  happiness  and  if  the  city  does  its  duty  by  these 
children,  not  in  a  selfish,  but  a  whole-hearted  way,  it 
cannot  but  receive  large  dividends  from  them  when 
they  are  grown  up,  in  loyalty  and  affectionate  service. 

In  dealing  with  the  question  of  dependent  children 
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there  are  two  methods  of  care,  one  an  institutional  life, 
as  in  an  orphan  asylum  and  the  other  the  home  place¬ 
ment  system.  This  system  provides  that  children 
shall  be  placed  in  homes  investigated  and  approved  by 
agents  of  the  department  so  that  they  may  grow  up  in 
the  atmosphere  and  under  the  influence  of  a  real  home. 
Some  of  these  homes  are  free  and  the  others  are  paid 
homes,  from  S3  to  $4.25  a  week  being  given  by  the 
city  to  the  foster  mother  for  each  child  in  her  care,  in 
addition  to  providing  shoes  and  other  clothing. 

The  average  number  of  dependent  and  neglected 
children  cared  for  by  the  department  during  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1923,  was  as  follows: 

642  boarded  in  families;  306  indentured  in  families; 
58  boarded  in  institutions;  75  in  free  institutions. 

On  April  1,  1922,  there  were  about  eighty  children 
in  the  Long  Island  Hospital.  Steps  were  at  once  taken 
to  remove  all  of  these  children  except  the  congenitally 
diseased. 

At  Christman  each  child  received  a  card  and  a  nice 
doll  or  mechanical  toy  from  the  department. 


Penal  Division. 

The  population  at  the  House  of  Correction,  Deer 
Island,  on  February  1,  1922,  was  286.  On  February  1, 
1923,  there  are  328  inmates.  There  has  been  an  average 
increase  of  38  per  cent  in  the  prison  population  over  the 
past  year. 

Segregation  of  Prisoners. 

A  reform  of  the  utmost  importance  has  been  made  in 
the  isolation  and  treatment  of  drug  addicts.  As  soon 
as  sufficient  cells  in  the  so-called  “Women’s  Prison” 
building,  which  has  for  some  time  been  in  disuse  and 
out  of  repair,  could  be  conditioned  for  the  housing  of 
prisoners,  this  group  of  fifty  men  was  moved  there 
October,  1922.  They  have  no  contact  with  other  prison¬ 
ers  and.  are  given  medical  treatment  and  special  exercise 
and  work.  The  gain  in  weight  has  been  from  15  to  40 
pounds  for  all  of  the  group,  and  the  mental  and  moral 
improvement  is  equally  marked. 

To  return  these  addicts  to  society,  after  a  term  in 
prison  without  an  attempt  to  cure,  means  to  return  them 
almost  certainly  to  a  life  of  continued  crime.  It  is 
imperative  that  they  should  not  be  released  until  they 
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are  physically  fit,  until  their  morale  has  been  built  up 
and  their  will  power  strengthened  to  resist  the  tempta¬ 
tion  to  resume  the  use  of  the  drug.  To  treat  them  as 
medical  cases  is  the  one  chance  to  save  them  from  a  ter¬ 
rible  fate  and  to  save  the  public  from  the  expense  of 
their  frequent  arrest  and  trial  and  their  more  or  less 
permanent  support. 

Important  as  this  is,  their  isolation  is  even  more 
important  as  it  is  the  only  means  of  preventing  the  spread 
of  the  drug  habit  among  other  prisoners.  For  the  first 
time  in  its  history  the  isolation  of  drug  addicts  has  kept 
drugs  out  of  the  House  of  Correction. 

The  work  of  reconditioning  the  so-called  Women's 
Prison  is  going  forward  and  as  soon  as  other  parts  of  it 
can  be  made  safe  and  habitable,  other  groups  will  be 
moved  up  there  and  the  old  prison  abandoned. 

In  regard  to  the  general  treatment,  a  more  liberal 
policy  has  been  adopted  with  the  prisoners  and  a  notice¬ 
able  improvement  in  the  morale  has  resulted.  Inmates 
now  talk  at  meals  and  are  allowed  half  an  hour  instead 
of  fifteen  minutes  for  dinner,  after  which  they  may  walk 
in  the  yard  and  smoke.  During  the  summer  months 
they  were  permitted  to  remain  out  of  doors  until  eight 
o’clock  to  play  baseball  and  other  games.  On  Satur¬ 
days,  Sundays,  and  holidays,  teams  from  Boston  came 
to  the  island  to  play  the  winning  inmate  team. 

Among  the  organizations  that  very  generously  co¬ 
operated  in  this  were  teams  from  the  Brighton  Seminary, 
Knights  of  Columbus  Councils  and  the  department 
stores.  A  fine  spirit  of  good  fellowship  was  shown  by 
the  visiting  teams  which  reacted  favorably  on  the  prison¬ 
ers,  putting  into  many  of  them  new  hope  and  ambition. 
The  evenings  in  the  open  air  produced  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  health  of  the  men  and  the  games  provided 
them  with  wholesome  interests  and  topics  of  conversa¬ 
tion. 

On  April  17,  1922,  a  day  school  for  illiterates,  under 
the  supervision  of  a  teacher  with  intelligent  prisoners  as 
instructors,  was  started  by  Deputy  Commissioner 
Driscoll.  The  progress  made  by  those  in  attendance  and 
their  appreciation  of  this  opportunity  to  get  at  least  the 
rudiments  of  an  education  is  most  interesting.  One 
inmate  over  sixty  years  old  who  could  neither  read  nor 
write,  at  the  end  of  three  months  was  able  to  wiite  his 
application  for  parole,  and  another  who  could  not  under¬ 
stand  a  word  of  English  was  able  to  hold  a  conversation 
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with  the  deputy.  The  attendance  has  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  teacher  now  has  three  inmates  as 
assistants. 

The  night  school  has  been  in  session  three  nights  a 
week.  The  average  attendance  has  been  fifty  pupils 
each  night  and  during  the  past  year  approximately  three 
hundred  individuals  have  received  instruction  in  the 
evening  school*  The  school  is  divided  into  three  groups, 
namely,  the  illiterates,  the  intermediates,  or  those  who 
have  education  equivalent  to  that  of  the  fourth  or  fifth 
grade  in  the  elementary  schools,  and  finally  the  advanced 
group,  or  those  who  have  gone  as  far  as  the  seventh  or 
eighth  grade  in  the  schools  outside.  The  emphasis  in 
our  work  has  been  laid  on  the  first  two  groups,  particu¬ 
larly  the  first,  and  pupils  have  been  advanced  just  as 
rapidly  as  they  have  shown  ability. 

Although  high  school  classes,  as  such,  are  not  held 
because  of  the  fact  that  there  is  never  a  sufficient  number 
of  pupils  to  form  a  class  in  any  given  high  school  subject, 
nevertheless,  those  who  wish  to  pursue  advanced  subjects 
in  private  are  helped  and  encouraged  to  do  so. 

It  is  essential  that  any  system  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
prisoners  should  include  vocational  training  since  many 
of  the  men  are  in  prison  primarily  because  they  have  no 
training  that  enables  them  to  make  a  decent  living.  In 
order  that  such  training  shall  be  practical  rather  than 
theoretical  it  is  the  aim  to  have  men  skilled  in  various 
trades  appointed  as  officers.  An  officer  in  charge  of  a 
detail  of  men  engaged  in  work  must  be  able  to  instruct 
them  in  all  the  principles  of  the  work  as  well  as  supervise 
it,  as  in  the  apprentice  system. 

The  work  necessary  to  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the 
many  buildings  on  Long  Island  and  Deer  Island,  the 
wharves,  steamers,  etc.,  affords  opportunity  for  training 
in  most  of  the  trades,  carpentry,  painting,  masonry, 
plumbing,  steamfitting,  metal  work,  electricity,  auto 
driving  and  repair.  In  addition  to  the  shoe  shop,  tailor¬ 
ing  shops,  and  stone  sheds  that  were  already  established, 
enough  mattresses  are  made  at  the  island  to  take  care  of 
the  needs  of  the  department. 

Since  May  1,  1922,  all  the  repairs  at  the  House  of  Cor¬ 
rection  have  been  made  by  inmate  labor  under  the  supei- 
vision  of  an  officer  skilled  in  the  particular  line  of  work 
being  done.  An  appreciable  sum  of  money  is  thus  saved 
to  the  city.  The  receiving  station  at  the  wharf  has  been 
renovated  and  made  convenient  and  attractive;  new 
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guardhouse  constructed  so  that  guard  officer  may  see 
every  one  entering  or  leaving  recreation  yard;  old  school- 
house  and  hospital  building  razed  and  material  stored; 
old  house,  in  disuse,  renovated  and  removed  to  Gut 
where  it  is  of  service;  chapel  put  in  first-class  condition; 
every  cell  of  east  and  west  wings  scraped  and  painted; 
the  women’s  prison,  so-called,  reconditioned;  cupola  of 
old  prison,  walls  and  cells  scraped  and  painted  for  the 
first  time  in  several  years;  guardhouse,  ambulance,  Gut 
boats  and  outer  wall  of  yard  and  sheds  painted,  touching 
up  and  painting  on  all  buildings. 

The  roofing  detail  worked  for  months  repairing  roofs 
of  various  buildings  and  500  panes  of  glass  were  set. 
Two  complete  bathrooms  were  installed.  General 
plumbing  repairs  have  been  made  in  all  buildings,  all 
heating  plants  overhauled,  boiler  from  Rainsford  Island 
installed  in  receiving  room  at  wharf,  lighting  facilities 
improved  and  additional  flare  lights  installed  at  Shirley 
Gut;  wall  around  solitary  confinement  prison  section 
torn  down,  dilapidated  wooden  fence  around  cow  barn 
replaced  by  iron  one  made  of  discarded  pipe,  cemetery 
fence  repaired,  graves  reloamed,  new  crosses  put  up, 
and  road  resurfaced  with  gravel  from  waterfront,  junk 
collected  from  all  over  the  island  and  put  in  shape  for 
use  and  sale. 

Repairs  to  wharf  were  made  by  W.  H.  Ellis  &  Sons,  at 
a  cost  of  $15,096.22.  An  electrically-driven  extractor 
has  been  replaced  by  shaft-driven  type  which  will  save 
time  and  expense.  A  detail  of  men  from  Deer  Island 
removed  stone  from  Deer  Island  to  Long  Island  and  built 
steps  and  graded  walk  from  wharf  to  administration 
building  for  the  convenience  of  the  old  people  there. 

The  farm  is  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in 
connection  with  the  House  of  Correction.  Last  year 
much  time  was  lost  by  the  delay  in  obtaining  a  suitable 
farmer.  No  better  appointment,  however,  could  have 
been  made  than  Mr.  Houston.  His  fine  character  makes 
him  a  strong  influence  for  good  with  the  prisoners  and 
notwithstanding  the  handicap  of  a  late  start  he  proved 
his  ability  by  the  fine  results  from  the  farm.  It  supplies 
an  abundance  of  fresh  vegetables  to  Long  Island  as  well 
as  Deer  Island  all  summer,  and  a  considerable  part  of  the 
winter  vegetables.  The  fall  found  the  silos  full  of  corn 
for  the  cattle.  A  smoke  house  has  been  built  where 
hams  and  bacon  are  cured  and  smoked  instead  of  sending 
them  to  the  city  as  has  been  the  custom  heretofore.  As 
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about  50,000  pounds  of  pig  are  slaughtered  annually  on 
Deer  Island  this  means  an  appreciable  saving  to  the 
department.  Half  the  pork  products  are  now  sent  to  the 
institution  of  Long  Island. 

The  printing  plant  at  Deer  Island,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  an  inmate,  has  taken  care  of  much  of  the  print¬ 
ing  for  the  institutions  and  central  office. 

At  the  request  of  your  Honor,  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  inmates  under  the  charge  of  officers  were  busy  from 
October  18,  1922,  to  May  15,  1923,  coming  to  Boston 
daily  to  work  on  coal  and  coke  sold  by  the  city  at  cost 
to  the  people  of  Boston,  who,  because  of  a  shortage  of  • 
coal  and  exorbitant  prices  would  otherwise  have  been 
without  fuel. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  note  the  constant  prog¬ 
ress  along  the  lines  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  well 
being  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Deer 
Island.  Every  Saturday  evening  time  is  set  aside  for  an 
interview  with  the  chaplain  and  as  many  as  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  are  greeted  with  a  kindly 
word  and  are  made  to  feel  they  have  a  friend.  The  visit¬ 
ing  chaplains  are  Rev.  James  F.  Leary,  S.  J.,  Catholic 
chaplain;  Rev.  George  E.  Stokes,  Protestant  chaplain, 
and  Rabbi  L.  Sedar,  Jewish  chaplain.  Rev.'  William  J. 
Quigley,  S.  J.,  is  the  resident  chaplain  at  Long  Island. 

Medical  Report  —  Deer  Island. 

Dr.  Bernard  F.  McGaffigan,  resident  physician,  reports 
that  the  general  physical  condition  of  the  inmates  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  institution  during  the  past  year  has  been 
good  andiree  from  all  epidemics.  A  sick  call  has  been 
made  to  the  prison  every  morning  giving  the  inmate 
treatment  for  minor  ailments  before  going  to  work. 

Three  prisoners  died  during  the  year.  Six  became 
mentally  deranged  and  were  examined  by  our  alienists, 
Drs.  Charles  G.  Dewey  and  William  H.  Prescott,  after 
which  they  were  committed  to  hospital  for  insane. 
Five  tubercular  patients  were  transferred  to  Rutland 
State  Sanatorium. 

Proposed  Improvements  for  1923. 

Reconditioning  of  women’s  prison,  so-called,  and  all 
groups  of  prisoners  moved  there,  thus  abandoning  the 
old  cell  block.  It  will  be  necessary  to  repair  the  sea  walls 
around  the  island  during  the  year  and  to  do  this  the  de- 
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partment  will  have  to  secure  a  loan  of  about  $25,000. 
It  is  proposed  to  have  more  cows  and  pigs,  more  land  on 
Long  Island  put  under  cultivation,  and  soil  on  Deer 
Island  improved. 

On  October  23,  1922,  I  inaugurated  a  new  method  of 
treatment  for  drug  addiction  in  an  institution.  It  is 
absolute  isolation,  entirely  removing  the  addicts  from  all 
possible  contact  with  the  other  inmates  and  keeping  them 
under  medical  supervision.  On  that  day  forty-five 
known  drug  addicts  were  taken  from  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  institution  and  segregated  in  the  building 
known  as  the  Women’s  Prison.  Here  the  use  of  narcotic 
drugs  has  stopped  and  we  believe  that  some,  if  not  all,  of 
the  unfortunate  drug  addicts  will  be  cured  of  the  habit 
upon  release  so  that  they  may  return  to  society  stronger 
and  better  men,  able  to  cope  with  all  temptation.  Since 
the  removal  to  the  segregated  colony  all  have  shown 
marked  improvement  and  many  have  expressed  them¬ 
selves  as  pleased  with  the  treatment  and  hope  for  a 
permanent  cure. 

Randidge  Trust  Fund  Excursions,  Summer,  1922. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  tasks  as  Commissioner  of 
Institutions  is  arranging  the  excursions  for  the  poor 
children  of  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Randidge  Trust  Fund. 

George  L.  Randidge,  a  merchant  tailor  of  this  city, 
bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  sum  of  $50,000, 
the  income  thereof,  from  time  to  time  as  designated 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  to  be  used  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  affording  to  the  children  of  the  poor  of  the  city, 
regardless  of  race,  color  or  creed,  one  or  more  excursions 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August  in  each  year. 
This  bequest  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council  in  1896, 
in  accordance  with  chapter  215  of  the  Acts  of  1896. 

The  outings  conducted  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August  of  the  summer  of  1922,  under  direct  supervision 
of  Deputy  Commissioner  Dennis  D.  Driscoll  and  Mr. 
William  Grady,  who  worked  tirelessly  to  make  it  a  suc¬ 
cess,  were,  perhaps,  the  most  successful  ever  held. 
There  was  no  accident  of  any  kind  to  the  many  children 
who  went  to  Rainsford  Island.  During  the  months  of 
July  and  August,  with  the  exception  of  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  holidays,  the  city  steamer  “  Monitor” 
set  sail  daily  from  Eastern  Avenue  Wharf  with  its  precious 
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cargo  of  three  hundred  children  eager  for  a  day’s  excur¬ 
sion.  The  children  debarked  at  Rainsford  Island  where 
an  interesting  program  awaited  them.  Forty-two  out¬ 
ings  were  held. 

This  year  especial  attention  was  paid  to  the  congested 
districts  of  the  city  where  it  was  found  the  need  was 
greatest.  A  plan  tried  out  this  year,  of  not  sending 
mixed  groups  of  children  but  keeping  each  parish  or 
institution  group  together  and  under  the  supervision  of 
women  from  their  own  families  or  neighborhood  instead 
of  paid  playground  teachers,  worked  out  very  well  and 
the  children  enjoyed  themselves  more,  free  from  restraint 
of  a  teacher’s  supervision. 

A  word  of  commendation  is  due  the  Boston  Elevated 
Trustees  for  their  part  in  making  the  excursions  a 
success.  Transportation  was  furnished  to  the  children 
at  half  rate.  Through  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of 
Superintendent  James  Smith  and  Assistant  Superintend¬ 
ent  Joseph  McCarthy  empty  cars  were  sent,  when 
requested,  to  the  center  from  which  the  children  for 
that  day’s  excursion  were  leaving.  This  greatly  facil¬ 
itated  the  transporting  of  three  hundred  children  to  the 
boat. 

The  program  at  the  island  varied  little  from  day  to 
day.  Sports  for  both  boys  and  girls  were  enjoyed,  for 
which  prizes  were  awarded.  In  the  sports,  events 
designed  to  furnish  amusement  were  stressed  more  than 
those  to  show  athletic  powers.  These  events  included 
potato,  three-legged,  shoe  and  peanut  races.  Those 
wishing  to  go  in  swimming  were  allowed  to  do  so  under 
the  care  of  the  swimming  instructors.  In  case  of 
inclement  weather  the  children  could  go  indoors  to  a 
building  especially  renovated  for  their  use.  Here  they 
were  entertained  with  music  and  games. 

Refreshments,  consisting  of  rolls,  doughnuts,  peanuts, 
candy,  ice  cream,  milk  and  lemonade  were  served. 

Prizes  were  secured  through  the  untiring  effort  of  Mr. 
Driscoll  and  Mr.  Quinn  from  R.  H.  White  Company, 
Jordan  Marsh  Company,  Boston  Drinking  Cup  Com¬ 
pany,  Oriental  Coffee  Company,  J.  H.  Phillips  of  the 
Phoenix  Coffee  Company,  Holland  System,  A.  Lincoln 
Filene,  Horace  Partridge  Company,  William  Read  & 
Sons,  Winchester  Sporting  Company,  Woolworth  Five 
and  Ten  Cent  Store  and  other  firms. 

A  shower  bath  was  installed  and  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  children  after  bathing. 
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The  outings  were  enjoyed  by  11,844  children  and 
expenses  incurred  to  the  amount  of  $2,060.09. 

Steamers. 

This  administration  found  the  steamer  “Monitor”  in 
such  condition  that  all  summer  the  United  States 
inspectors  were  threatening  to  withdraw  her  from 
service  and  did  so  as  soon  as  the  Randidge  excursions 
were  over. 

The  estimated  cost  of  repairs,  including  boiler,  was 
$35,000.  This  prohibitive  cost  of  putting  her  in  con¬ 
dition  plus  the  time  that  it  would  necessitate,  caused 
what  would  have  been  a  serious  condition,  since  there 
would  have  been  no  way  of  getting  supplies  or  carrying 
people  to  either  Long  Island  or  Deer  Island,  except  on 
the  little  steamer  “Hibbard,”  wholly  inadequate.  In 
this  emergency,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  your  Honor, 
the  steamer  “General  Rochester,”  a  new  boat,  built 
at  a  cost  of  $290,000,  was  purchased  from  the  United 
States  Government  for  $20,000.  This  boat,  after  minor 
alterations,  was  rechristened  the  “Michael  J.  Perkins,” 
after  a  hero  of  the  World  War,  and  is  now  in  service 
between  Boston  and  the  city  institutions. 

The  department  has  sustained  a  loss  in  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  Captain  Cook  and  Mr.  Bates,  mate,  after  more 
than  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  service. 

The  steamer  “Hibbard,”  in  addition  to  her  regular 
work,  has  substituted  for  the  steamer  “Michael  J. 
Perkins.”  During  the  coal  shortage  the  inmates  of 
the  House  of  Correction  were  carried  up  to  Boston  in 
charge  of  an  officer  and  returned  at  five  o’clock  at  night. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  your 
Honor  .my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  many  valu¬ 
able  suggestions  you  have  given  and  for  your  sympathetic 
and  ready  co-operation  in  all  the  undertakings  of  the 
department.  I  wish  to  express,  too,  my  hearty  thanks 
to  all  members  of  the  Institutions  Department  who 
have  worked  loyally  in  its  interest.
